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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-7, and 10-14 stand rejected over Besto (5,576,374). The examiner takes the 
position that the filing date on the printed patent is Febuary 10, 1994. This is two months prior 
to the applicants oldest effective filing date of April 8, 1994 (in the UK). The applicants argue 
that an amendment added the information relied upon by the examiner so that the effective filing 
date of the application is incorrect and not prior to their invetion. 

2. The examiner maintains the position that an issued US patent is presumed valid unless 
shown otherwise. This is not the place to question "new matter" in (5,576,374); other venues 
have been establihed to resolve such questions of "VALIDITY". The prosecution of the current 
application is not the place to question the dates of another application (i.e the prosecution 
history of another application). The examiner feels that the applicants are questioning the 
validity of the patent because they are alledging new matter, which is a question of 35 USC § 
112 first paragraph. 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention.
